Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Update 
pending applications referenced such as on page 1 & 27. The use of trademarks should 
be capitalized. Note page 59. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 6,10-17, 22, 23, 25, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. It is indefinite in the term S and 
D. Both terms need to be related to the carrier and its solvated or dispersed state. 

4. Claims 2 and 18 are indefinite in the " visual enhancements " should be a 
colorant particle. 

5. Claim 1 is indefinite in that the Kauri-Butanol number should be in ml units note 
page 14 and 20. 

6. Claim 5 hexacontanyj and pentacosanyl are not shown in the specification and 
their meaning is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Baker et al 

in view Li et al. Baker et al teaches a toner for a liquid developer and the method of 

making the organosol which has a crystallizing polymeric moiety. The crystalline 

polymeric binder resins are a vehicle for the pigment or dye note Col. 4 lines 36-40. The 

crystalline polymeric binder resins can be a polymeric graft stabilizer ( shell ) covalently 

bonded to an insoluble thermoplastic polymer (core). Steric stabilizers are also taught in 

Li et al. note Col. 8 lines 20-65. This core/shell arrangement is an amphipathic polymer 

note Col. 2 line 24. Both teach the crystallizing of the polymeric moiety Col. 7 & 8 of 

Baker et al and Li et al. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 

of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to use the binders of 

Li et al as the binder in the core/shell type binder as taught in Baker et al. to control the 

physical characteristics that are needed in the developers used in a phase change 

electrophotographic developer in which known amphipathic polymers have a crystalline 

moieties.
